there is also an increase of illusions wbich tax 
tho ingenuity ot clever men baliind tho 
scenes, and often bewilder the most intelli- 
gent of the authors. Souiu o£ these efl'octs 
that occasion an uproar of applause, aud 
noceesitate-tho raising ol! tho curtain repeat- 
edly on a favorito tabloau, aro ridiculously 
simple. For instance, when tho young liero 
of tho modem melodrama plunges into the 
canvaa river from tho set dock in tho left 
fourth 
entrance, • bis 
disappearance 
is 


marked 
by a 
dash 
o£ spray 
upris- 


ing 
in 
foamy 
drops 
that glitter 


in tho glaring calcium light Tbo effect of 
this Irom tho front is thrillingly real. If you 
stood at tho side scene, however, and saw a 
rough carpentor crouching in tho trap bo- 
hind tlio sat water with a handful of salt, 
ready to throw it up after tho hero lias landed 
on the mattress placed to receive him, you 
wouldn't feel so enthusiastic. Tho inclination 
would be rather to laugh than to cheer. 


For some time ovon old stagers wero puz- 


zled by an illusion in ono of the French operas 
as played by Aimeo last season. In ono of the 
comic scones whilo tho comedienne, disguised 
aa a waitress, was pouring out tea at a table 
on tho scene, she poured it inadvertently 
down tho neck of tho dignified comody char- 
acter of tho play. It seemed a boiling 
liquid that como from tho vessel—even the 
steam soeinod to issue from it—and yot the 
deter submitted to tho scalding every night 
and showed no evil ejects tho noit day. 
At 


last it transpired that tho Fronch property 
man ailed tho tea-pot with a very lino saw- 
dust, whioh ran 'out smoothly liko a liquid, a 
dust of its Oner particles at the samo time 
rising frora tho spout like steam.

Tlio illusion 
was taken out of this set-no for tho writer, 
who, one evoniog at f) o'clock, called at a 
city theater to havo an interview with the 
manager, and finding him on thu stage back- 
ing holes with his ponknife in a black daubed 
canvas hanging near tbe rear wall of tho 
theater.

He throws an 
illuminated disc* on a transparent Hat from 
behind tho scene, and thus by moving tho 
ions can establish Luna in any quarter of tho 
stage firmament and maka her toko any 
course without betraying her prospective 
orbit to tho keen-eyed critics on tho other 
sido of the footlights. 


A Bowery actor traveled over tho country 


for several years playing a. drama which had 
no attraction but tho offset of tho hero being 
hanged by a mob. Tha noose was put around 
his nock and bo was actually strung cp -in 
jn the sight of tho audience. 
He ovon re- 


mained kicking and submitted to throe en- 
cores a night Every ono marveled. Yot he, 
simply wore a harness of leather and iron 
bands undor his clothes; thoro was a hook at 
the back of tho nock whioh was attschod to 
tho ropo above the nooso, and tho hanged 
man was simply kicking astride of a cush- 
ioned seat—an iron bar which was connected 
with tho harness by an ircto band, which fol- 
lowed the spinal column up to tho neck, ter- 
minating in tho hook, which brought all tho 
strain in tho proper place for comfort. 


In old times, wbon "Mazoppa" was the

P., detected that Mozeppa bold a 
carrot under his arm, and that it was not 
lore of tbo horo but a taste for vegetables 
that actuated tho noble steed, ho felt sick at 
heart at tho rude dispelling of tho poetry of 
his boyhood. 


Juliet's balcony looks real, and you imag- 


ine tho lovely maid peering, indeed, from a 
rich boudoir to moan to "tho inconstant 
rr.oon" for her prowling lover. But viewed 
from tho side-scenes, with Juliet standing on 
a tottering laddor aud growling at tho grimy 
carpentor, who is steadying it, it is quite an- 
other thing. 


Tho railroad train rushing by was for o 


long titno a thrilling sensation. Yot It is 
simply several sections of painted canvass on 
framework, run across tho stage in a greased 
groove by carpenters, and telescoping on it- 
solf when it touches tho side wall of tho thea- 
tre. 


The«ffcct of scudding clouds in a storm at 


sea is only the dragging across tho dark- Hat 
a net with gauzo patches sewed on it, and 
touohcd up by the painter to resemble clouds 
nndor tho uncertain light of tho stage. 


A fog of mist/has always-- puzzled machin- 


ists, and puzzles them yet.. 
The best they

OS tho fog is supposed to disappear. Tliore is 
no illusion at all..- .It is never-used except 
when absolutely riocessai-y, as in "Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream," and even then, is often 
cut out after tho ilrst night's trial. 


Another 'groat stage effect is the c-n(juifmg 


of a steamer at *aa. Its disjointed parts roll 
off at .tho wings and sink down traps, and 
the surging, waves, - in tho. form . oC a dusty 
piece of canvas called a sea-cloth, flow or are 
hauled down to the Urst entrance and agi- 
tated in wild billows until. Hie .curtain falls 
to uproarious applause. Tho lumpy iiatura 
of the _waves and'.their wild rolling fill tho 
audience witb wonder. The explanation, 
though, is ridiculous. Each wave is a super. 
"Under this", clotli ore from ten to twenty (ac- 
cording to tho extont of tho ocean) o£ these- 
wretched.aspirantii for dramatic fame, just 
•humping themselves. . According as they 
hump or loaf.the sea is wild and tempestuous 
or smooth and billowy. As this scono 
sure to bo encored two or three times there 
is no use in asking at the prompter's desk: 
"What aro tho wild waves saying?" They 
aro swearing all tho: time.

There ie no doubt 
hat there hau been money enough ex- 
>ondod on most ot tho roads in Eock 
county to make them first class and pas. 
lable at all seasons of the year, yot in 
act but low highways are worthy {the 
unrae. Some general.plan o£ making the 
road bod should be adopted by the state 
ir county, and that plan strictly followed. 
The Whitewater .Register publishes tho 
allowing on the road question: 


The dirt shoveled or scraped upon the 


country roads by tho different jpathraaBt- 
ers has nearly, all-been, washed.. back 
again by tho raina.'

civilization is localized, habitation, on 
arms and in towns; the second is road- 
ways, for intercommunication. The tivo 
radical, symbolical implements are the 
>low for tillage and tho wagon for com- 
inerce. But this is not our day to preach 
so we return to say that a road is ot but 
.ittle value which is good in some places 
and bad in others. A farmer can start 
out with only as heavy a load as his team 
is able to draw through the worst mud 
30les or over tho^highest hills. 'A chain 
is no stronger than its weakest linl;, and 
a road is no better for heavy pulling than 
;ts worst places. A few days sinuo tho 
•writer drove easily for a milo or two over 
a bard, firm road, and then was almost' 
mirei down for tho next mile in a series 
of bog holes. That was becauso of the 
foolish distinction that one part of the 
road was in ono town aud tho other part 
in another. A considerable sum of mon- 
ey is expended oaoh spring in raking the 
gravel and boulderots. on the road over 
the bluffs southeast ot town, into a ridge 
and shoveling a fow loads ot dirt over it; 
but tho first rain washes oil the dirtdown 
hill and leaves the stones in worse 
shape than ever. 
This is because tho 


road supervisor does not no how to mako 
a road. That old Scotchman Maoidam, 
who has as pronounced a genius tor (road- 
makinpr as Newton had for philosophy or 
Blind Tom for music, proved that there 
wore two things indispensable to a per- 
fect road, ono being a firm foundation, 
and tho other a hard, water proof cover- 
ing over it to keep it dry. It is just as 
necessary that the road surface should 
be a tight roof tor tho road bed, aa that it 
should have a smooth hard tracfc for wag- 
on wheels. Tuo assertions need no dem- 
onstration that there should be sorao sys- 
tem which would give us good roads ot 
uniform excellence, and road masters of 
skill and experience in their business. 


But thoro aro some difficulties in tho 


plan suggested by tho Herald. It is evi- 
dent that till roads are not equally hard 
to make or equally expensive to maintain. 
Therefore some parts of the state would 
need more ia proportion than others. 
Again it the road assessments based up- 
on property the wealthy cummunities 
might raise more than enough and the 
poorer ones would certainly raise less 
than enough. Perhaps the- Herald can 
show how all this can bo managed.

markets.
